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Detailed Action 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the independent claims 1 and 8, prior art fails to disclose or make 
obvious, in addition to the accompanying features of the claims, a transmission electron 
microscope (TEM) sample, and the method of preparing the sample, cut from a solid state 
material with a certain length and width and with a front-side sample surface, comprising a 
curable adhesive of the flowable type and fixing a fiber on the said sample surface aligned in the 
longitudinal direction of the sample substantially on-center with respect to the said width, 
characterized in that the adhesive is substantially applied over the entire area on the sample 
surface and the fiber is substantially fixed adhesively along its entire length. 

The dependent claims 2-7 and 9-14 are allowable by virtue of their dependence upon the 
independent claims 1 and 8, respectively. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. Lee et al. (5,004,920) disclose a method for preparing a specimen for viewing 
particles and fibers captured upon membrane filters with a TEM. R. Alani (2003/0000522 Al) 
discloses a method for the preparation of specimens for electron microscopic analysis by either 
TEM or SEM of semiconductors, ceramics, metals, alloys, and other inorganic materials.
